DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 189, 191-194, and 288 are allowed. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. As to claims 189 and 288, the prior art of record fails to teach a base and 
deformable electrode arrangement such that when no force is applied to the 
deformable electrode, a shortest distance between the two electrodes vary along 
a length of the deformable electrode, the two electrodes converging at a fixed 
region along the length of the base electrode to a closest possible distance from 
each other, which is fixed by structure of the apparatus and wherein the 
deformable electrode supporter is configured to support the deformable electrode 
at a support region remote from the fixed region. 

b. Claims 1 91 -1 94 are dependent upon claim 1 89.
